* Field Certification = Field Evaluation — evaluation of
suitability and certification for field service of
equipment by a recognized third party, normally
NRTL, in lieu of listing

« NRTL — Nationally Recognized Testing Laboratory

e Listed — component / equipment that has been
tested and registered by a NRTL as compliant with
appropriate safety and performance standards

* AHJ — Authority Having Jurisdiction — any authority

Why Field Certification Is an Issue?

e In determining the acceptability of installations, procedures,
equipment, or materials, the AHJ normally base acceptance
on compliance with appropriate codes and / or standards

« The AHJ also normally require that the equipment be listed to
determine compliance with appropriate standards

* In the absence of such codes and standards, the AHJ may
require evidence of proper installation, procedure, or use.
JUDGMENT and EXPERTISE ARE REQUIRED

* This evidence could be supplied in the form of a Field
Evaluation by an NRTL in lieu of equipment listing
* Field Evaluation Acceptance is critical for new
technologies demonstration projects and early

Nationally Recognized Testing Laboratory

(NRTL)

NRTLs are qualified private organizations that
meet the requirements in OSHA regulations
under 29 CFR section 1910.7 to perform
Independent safety testing and product
certification

« OSHA requires the same organization to
operate a product-certification program that
Includes listing and labeling and follow-up

16 NRTLs including UL are authorized to
perform product certification

« FIELD EVALUATION SERVICE — A UL

service for evaluating an installed product

that has not been previously investigated by

UL, or for a UL Listed product that has been

modified in the field. Field evaluations are

limited to the features and characteristics that

can be evaluated at the installed site without

Listed Components for Hydrogen

 When Nationally Recognized Testing Laboratory
Inspectors inspect a piece of equipment for the
purposes of certification, they look for listed
components that are suitable for hydrogen

 These components may exist for natural gas and be
adapted for hydrogen but the standard for the same
component in hydrogen service has yet to be written

 The component manufacturer may state that the
component is suitable for H2 but it has not been third
party certified or listed for H2 yet

AHJs should be given guidelines on

acceptance of hydrogen equipment

« Uniform guidelines for the State would:
— Provide adequate public safety
— Inform and educate officials
— Simplify their work
— Accelerate the introduction of hydrogen systems

— Establish a uniform and equal playing field for all H2
equipment manufacturers

— Enhance public confidence

— Provide guidance to NRTLs in inspecting H2
equipment
